It is called Monument Valley be- 


cause in it 
stand hundreds of 


monumental stone formations. They 
grow in this valley like a weird 
crop. Nowhere else in America will 
you find them. They, are not metic- 
ulous and small works of art—they 
are unbelievably gigantic. 


What has happened, really, is that 


the centuries have eroded out this 
whole big valley; but, standing here 
and there, fiercely stolid and im- 
movable, are the great masses of 
rock which resisted nature and 
would not be eroded. 


They have taken fantastic forms 


and shapes. Name almost Anything 
you want, and you'll find its like- 
ness in Monument Valley. 


You can see a medieval castle, or

Woman, or a totem pole, or a pair { 
of mittens.

Distances and shapes are decep-

It is a solid 
shaft of rock, sticking straight up 
out of the desert for more than 700 
feet.

The President did a most unusual thing 


when he sent a message to congress coin- 
cident -with his signing the Hatch bill. 


Messages to congress are often sent, in- 


deed rather demanded by the constitution 
•when a bill is vetoed, but a message with 
the signing of a bill must be voted rare. 


Sir. .Roosevelt sent this message prob-" 


ably because he has a guilty conscience 
and, worse still, because the country and 
its congress are for the Hatch bill in no 
mistaken manner in the effort to further 
paralyze" the ability of an administra- 
tion to use the treasury to elect itself. 


The President's reasons for his mes- 


sage-are particularly weak. Had he read 
•the .Hatch bill he would have seen that 
it made exceptions of the very things he 
Eoted in his message should have been 
excepted. 


The bill expressly exempted from its 


penalties the mere use of free speech. It 
says in so many words: 


"All such persons 
(officeholders) 
shall retain the right to vote as they 
may choose and to express their opin- 
ions on all political subjects." 


" The whole proposition of the Hatch bill 
was to make useless, in our elections and 
therefore prevent the choking of the coun- 
try into submission to some ambitious 
president, the Praetorian Guard, those 
men who are among the 300,000 extra of- 
ficeholders the President promised not to 
appoint and to whom the country pays 
about a billion6 a year. This Praetorian 
Guard could cover every state of the 
union and perhaps handle the caucuses, 
and thus control the convention. Primar- 
ies exist in but few, about'20 per cent 
of-the statSs, -in Respect to presidential^ 
- delegates. 


But "anyway everything .has come out 
' happily, Thet ponderous constitutional 
- question'has'been resolvedly the attorney 
; general in favor of "the bill . Mr. Roose- 
'_ velt seems to have "felt at- first that the 
' bill might transgress the intrinsic rights 
_ of the citizen. He should look at farmers 
' being arrested for selling milk on their 
- farms when he thinks of the constitution 


being smashed into pieces.

an act in Massachusetts which prohibited 
policemen from political activities dis- 
posed of the contention that a policeman 
had a right to be in politics by saying: 


"The petititioner may have a con- 
stitutional right to talk politics. But 
he has no constitutional right to be a * 
policeman." 
So the country, including the Presi- 


dent, is contented with the Hatch bill, 
and the country, including the President, 
realizes that it was necessitated because 
of the widespread and corruptive activi- 
ties of the Roosevelt administration, far 
surpassing anything this country has ever 
known before.

OUR FUTURE WITH JAPAN 


In Japanese official circles the com- 


plaint is made, and crossly, that Secre- 
tary Hull's notice of termination of the 
treaty with Nippon 
was "sudden 
and 


abrupt,"' and not in conformity with the 
negotiations that should persist between 
friendly nations. 


The additional complaint is voiced by 


Japanese newspapers that Secretary Hull's 
notice 
indicates a purposeful hostility 


upon the part of Washington, a fore- 
runner of efforts by America to cripple 
Japan in this-her hour of need. 


Neither of these complaints is just; 


neither has any firm basis in fact, at this 
time. 


The charge that our termination of 


the treaty was like a bolt out of the 
clear sky lacks reason when one reads 
the treaty. When the document was writ- 
ten it presupposed a time would arrive 
when one or both nations might want to 
terminate it. Thus a six months notice 
of termination was provided with the 
privilege in either nation of exercising 
the option to end the treaty. 


Instead of taking advantage of Japan's 


plight we have not only permitted her 
such advantages as have accrued under 
the treaty during two years of bitter war- 
fare in China but now "allow her the 
other six months specified in the treaty 
•because we aim to keep our engagements. 


Did Japan always keep her engage- 


ments with us? What about her signa- 
ture to the Kellogg pact whereby she 
denounced war as an instrument of na- 
tional policy? 
The answer that her mil- 


lion men in China are not engaged at 
war shouldn't even be made in a nur- 
sery. 


The idea that America is 
definitely 


hostile to Japan and determined to crip- 
ple her in her attack upon China is equal- 
ly unjustified at this time. 


But it might be wise for Japan to 


consider that America, never particular- 
ly pleased about the assault upon China, 
has become more intense in its displea- 
sure at repeated acts of brutality against 
American citizens and contempt for their 
business and property. 


Certainly America has not rushed into 


the termination of this treaty with pre- 
cipitate haste. Certainly, too, it has not 


4held against Tokio mere isolated acts of 
wantonness by Japanese soldiers. We know 
full well that occasional soldiers go ber- 
serk. Some of our own in France 20 years 
ago robbed and murdered 
.inoffensive 


French peasants. But they were shot af- 
ter court martial. 


t 
The six months' notice turns out to be 


a distinct invitation to tranquillity. It 
will give Japan plenty of time to examine 
into her course of action against Ameri- 
can rights that are much older in China 
than any she has. Thus final judgment 
in the matter is more likely to be cool 
and considerate than if the treaty failed to 
require a reasonable time in the way of 
notice to bring it to an end. 


It will be better for America if the ad- 


ministration's handling of the Japan affair 
were to signalize the methods it-would 
employ toward all. We don't suppose 
there could ever be such a thing as a bel- 
ligerent America with a chip on its shoul- 
der just looking for trouble. 
But there 


could always be a government at Wash- 
ington determined to protect the lives 
and interests of its citizens whether in 
Bavaria or Bohemia, Java or Japan, Mex- 
ico or Madagascar.

streets filled with trucks and ears, side streets with enough traffic 'to 
warrant great care: where little children are concerned. And they «e 
always concerned when such street traffic is considered. Driven do not 
want to hurt children. They do their best to watch for them-but 
little ones, especially when they are mounted on wheels, are likely to 
appear on the street suddenly. 


An accident to a child on the streets it a terrible thing for the driver, 


Jthe mother and the victim. Only those who have suffered such an 
experience can understand the fear, the horror, and .the mental anguish 
it entails. Anything that can be done to avoid such experiences .must 
be done, and nothing is too much to prevent one accident to one child. 


It is unsafe for little children to ride velocipedes, tricycles and scooters 


on streets. They are cautioned to stay on their own block, on the side- 
walk, warned not to get off that block, not to cross the streets, not to pass 
the corner, but they forget. The motion of the wheel carries them 
beyond the limits of memory, and of the home block. When a child 
rides off the curb on his little machine just as a delivery truck rounds the 
corner, an accident is almost un-

Many of the perennial seeds now 


being sown for next season's bloom 
are rather hard and impervious to 
moisture. Nature's way of germin- 
ating these seeds is by cracking the 
hard shells during freezing weather. 
Since our problem is to get the 
seedlings well advanced 
before 


freezing weather arrives, it is well 
to crack the seeds in some manner 
or other. The clipping, method is 
most popular. In actual operation, 
part of the hard seed is clipped off 
with a knife or a pair of shears. 
Through the opening thus made the 
embryo is able to poke its nose and 
the strength of the roots gradually 
opens up the shell. Especially hard 
seeds are benefited before planting 
!>y clipping or filing a notch in 
them together with soaking for a 
minimum of twelve hours in luke- 
warm water. 


Those gardeners who are chem- 


ically inclined find that by soaking 
ihe seeds for a half hour in full 
strength sulphuric acid softens the 
seed coat sufficiently to allow 
germination to proceed unhamper- 
ed. While the sulphuric acid method 
iccomplishes softening of seed coat- 
ngs in the least time it is attended 
>y the most danger. Sulphuric acid, 
at best is a dangerous liquid in in- 
experienced hands. Unless you are 
acquainted with its properties aifd 
iitfalls it is recommended that you 
UM others means.
